Catholic Review," the official publication of the Catholic arch- 
diocese of Washington and Baltimore. The substance of the edi- 
torial was that Santa (Jiaus had come to rival in importance the 
Christ child. 


It is not the purpose of The Telegraph to enter into any 


theological arguments either for or against the mythical but tra- 
ditional American Santa Glaus 
It is in our province, however, 


to present a classic newspaper editorial on the existence of Santa 
Glaus. 


The editorial appeared in the now defunct but then famous 


New York Sun on Sept. 21, 1897. The editorial was an answer 
to the question of a little girl. 


Here is the complete and original copy: 


"IS THERE A SAXTA GLAUS ? 
"Some of my little friends say there is no Santa Clans. 
"Papa savs, 'If vou see it in THE Sl'N. it's so.' 
"Plea.se tell me the truth, is there a Santa Claus ' 


"VIRGINIA O'HAXLOX 


"115th \\est Ninetj-Fifth .Street" 


"Virginia, your little friends are wrong. Thev have 


been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. Thej do 
not believe except they see. They think that nothing can 
be which is not comprehensible by their little minds. All 
minds, Virginia, whether they be men's or children's, are 
little. In this great universe of ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, as compared vuth the boundless 
w orld about him, as measured by the intelligence capable 
of grasping the whole of truth and knowledge. 


OF COURSE THERE'S A SANTA CLAUS 


Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as cer- 
tainly as love and generosity and devotion exist, and jou 
know that they abound and give to your life its highest 
beauty and job. Alas! How dreary would be the world if 
thf-re were no Santa Claus'.' It would be as dreary as if 
there were no Virginias. There would b« a childlike faith 
then, no poetry, no romance to make tolerable this exist- 
ence. Ue should have no enjojment, except in the sense 
and sight. The external light with which childhood fills 
the world wtmld be extinguished.

The mikst 
real things in the world are those that neither children nor 
men can see.

grams. 


The committee said: 


Tnderstand Responsibilities 


"A soldier, seaman, or airman 


can serve his country with maxi- 
mum effectiveness only if he un- 
derstands his responsibilities as a 
citizen and as an individual mem- 
ber of the armed forces, if he ap- 
preciates the importance of his 
personal contribution to the na- 
tional security, if he is provided 
with opportunities for education, 
and if he is kept informed on the 
major problems and purposes of 
his country." 


So. the committee says, to have 


the best kind of service people 
they should be informed on what's 
happening, and why, and should be 
given a chance to get an education 
while in service. 


The three armed services—army. 


navy 
and 
air 
force—recognize 


these programs. But says the com- 
mittee: 


Not Effective 


"In general, the whole informa- 


tion and education program does 
not operate as efficiently in the 
field as should be expected and is 
desired. The effectiveness of the 
program varies among the serv- 
ices. 


"The most effective program is 


being carried out within the de- 
partment of the army." 


The 
information 
program 
in- 


cludes newspapers, films, 
maps, 


radio programs, and 
magazines 


and discussion. 


The education program means 


schooling 
a n d 
correspondence 


courses. 


But the committee found that 


some commanding 
officers 
were 


not taking enough part in pushing 
the programs and that some were 
indifferent. 


In the navy for instance, the 


committee found "there appears 
to have been comparatively little 
realization at the higher levels" of 
the need for study courses and dis- 
cussion groups. 


And the committee complained 


about a lack of trained people in 
this specialized field.

Hitler and U. S. Aid to Europe 


During the height of World War II Hitler tried again and 


again to drive a wedge between Russia and the western pow- 
er? 
He failed then. But it might fairly be contended that 


Hitler was a powerful contributor to the cold war that has 
developed since. 


How could that be, when we know that Hitler died be- 


fore the split occurred? 


What Hitler contributed to this tragic .east-west conflict 


was this: To once powerful nations like Britain, France and 
Italy he brought economic chaos, a wasting of material and 
human resources, a physical exhaustion and sapping of mo- 
rale among the populace, on top of great destruction and 
blood-letting. 


In other words, though Hitler lost the war. he left most 


- of Europe nearly prostrate when he went down. Naturally 


his satellites were flattered. But the irony was that all but 
two <~,f the victors came off but slightly better. Those two, 
of course, were the United States and the So\ let Union. 


Russia to be sure, suffered heavily, more heavily per- 


haps than any country in the war. Yet its population is so 
la^ge and its land? and resources &o great that it was some- 
how still strong at the finish. Or at least able to convince 
the rest of the world it was strong. 


There was no question in anyone's mind about U. S. 


strength. Alone of the major warring powers. America kept 
its land untouched by enemy forces. 
Our great rebervoir 


of resources was lowered, but it was still deep when peace 
came. 


In these relative positions of America, Russia and the 
rot of Europe lie the elements that have played so big a j 
role in shaping the cold war. 
I 


Had France, Britain and Italy enjoyed anything like 


their prewar strength, the postwar power struggle would 
have been vastly different. 
These nations could have used 


their weight to balance that exerted by Russia and the U. S 


In that event, the division between the latter two might 


not have sharpened to its present extremity. 
, 


What happened, then, was that Europe after 1015 con- 


tinued to be a battleground—of a different sort. Both Rus- 
sia and America reached out for France, for Italy. And 
above all, for defeated Germany itself. 


With power concentrated in the two big victors, this con- 


test we call the cold war may well have been inevitable. For 
neither could sit idly by and watch the other grasp for ad- 
vantage. 


Some Europeans who understood this called for a "third 


forre—a joining of western European countries to act as a 
buffer between Russia and the U. S. But they were dream- 
ins? foolishly because it was too late. Thanks to Hitler, there 
was little "force"' left in this group. 


So the competition developed as Hitler had hoped. Up 


to now this country has more than held its own in the bidding 
for support in Europe. When we pay for the Marshall Plan, 
the foreign arms program and other aid, we are paying a 
price dictated partly by Hitler.

A CAJKEER IN GOVERNMENT 


As the largest employer of civil- 


ian workers on this continent the 
United States Government, it must 
be admitted, has a lot to learn 
about personnel relations and pio- 
curement 


Its total civilian payroll lists 


over two million employees who 
draw combined annual salaries of 
moie than $56 bihons. And yet 
these employees, although pro- 
tected by Civil Service regulations 
and other safeguards, voluntarily 
quit their jobs at a rate of about 
500,000 a year. 


Obviously there is something 


wiong with a concern from which 
every fourth worker resigns. In 
the jears 1945-1948, inclusive, the 
government lost 3.9 million work- 
ers and hired 2 8 million, making 
a total of 6 7 million personnel 
mo\ cments in three years. 


Turnover Heavy 


This turnover has been very ex- j 


pensue and wasteful. The cost of 
pioct-ssmg and training replace- 
ments reaches astronomical

Tne Commission made the inter- 


t sting discover^.' that discharges 
for cause from the federal em- 
plovm^nt are very rare The task 
force studied this question closely. 
It concluded that the same per- 
centage of government employees 
were prone to inefficiency, care- 
lessness and disinterest in their 
jobs as in any other organization. 
Yet such employees are kept on 
the task force found, because of 
the time and trouble entailed in 
discharging them 


It de\ eloped that it takes an 


average of seven months of red 
tapt, hearings, appeals and paper- 
work to discharge an incompetent 
employee One case was found in 
which a "stenographer," who was 
unable to take and transcnoe dic- 
tation, was finally induced to re- 
sign after 21 months. No less than 
15 specific charges of careless-

Real Mission 


Th< mission of the bipartisan 


Hoovt r Commission was to delve 
into this and .some 2i other major 
pioblems of government and to 
make recommendations for econ- 
omy and efficiency. The Commis- 
sion, in a 19-%-olume report to Con- 
gress found ways in which, I per- 
onally believe, at least $4 billions 
a year can be saved without cur- 
tailing government services. Pres- 
ident Truman and former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover are jointly 
urging Congress to pass the laws 
that will make these savings pos- 
sible. 


In the field of personnel man- 


agement the Commission sugges- 
ted 


That each government agency 


set up Us own recruiting service. 
At present all recruiting is handled 
by the Civil Service Commission. 


That the heads of agencies in- 


terest themselves m obtaining ca- 
reer emplovees of high calibre and 
in their advancement. 


That salary ceilings be raised 


for career employees. 


That greater efforts be made to 


place qualified veterans in civil 
employment 


When the Civil Service Commis- 


sion was created in 1883 it had 
control of only 10 percent of all 
applicants for federal employment. 
There were then about 100,000 
fedt-ral civil employees. In the in- 
terest of fairness, the Commission 
applied the merit system and ob- 
tained workers through competi- 
tive examination. At that time this 
system was satisfactory. 


But when the federal payroll ex- 


panded into the millions, and about 
1500 different skills were required 
by government, the system be- 
came inadequate. But it has not 
been changed. Today there are 
sometimes 250,000 applicants for 
a single nation-wide examination.

in private employment, go to the 
head of the appropriate agency 
and apply for a job. He must wait 
for the announcement of an ex- 
amination in his line.

Judge Medina,

long trial of 11 top Communists, 
was "Man of the Year" for 1949. 
He has been so named by vote of 
Associated Press newspaper edi- 
tors. 


The court drama started Jan. 


17 and did not end until all de- 
fendants were sentenced Oct. 21. 
Defense attorneys helped make 
headlines by their disruptive tac- 
tics. They kept the court in an 
uproar day after day, refused to 
heed warnings from the bench 
and, in the end, won jail sentences 
for contempt. 


Judge Medina 
won headlines 


early in the trial for his patience 
in dealing with the lawyers. But 
in one hectic session he had to 
call a recess and retire to his 
chambers for a few minutes 
Lo 


calm his nerves. 


It was not patience alone that 


got attention for the judge. 
It 


wa* also his firmness in insisting 
that no one, defendant or attor- 
ney, would be permitted to bene- 
fit from disorder. Warnings were 
followed by action. 
Inappropri- 


ate testimony was cut off. 
Side 


remarks were stricken from the 
record. 


Before the trial, Medina had not

Scales Of Pay 


The scales of pay. the Commis- 


sion reported, vary among differ- 
ent agencies, where five different 
pay policies are in force, and even 
within the same agency and the 
system is topheavy with person- 
nel workers. The government em- 
ploys 23,430 personnel workers at 
a combined annual salary of $76 
million. This is one worker for 
every 76 persons on the payroll 
and, in some instances, one for 
every 38 employees.

Building Industry to Get 
T-H Law Key Exemptions? 


Washington, Dec. 19— (AP) 


The Taft-Hartley law's top en- 
forcement oflicer, Robert N. Den- 
ham, was reported convinced today 
that he should by-pass the law's 
union shop election requirement 
in the giant building industry. 


This came out in advance of 


Denham's appearance today at a 


j National Labor Relations Board 


I hearing. The industry and 
AFL 


unions have appealed for a board 
order exempting them from key 
provisions of the law. 


Is General Counsel 


Denham is the board's general 


counsel. He was reliably reported 
as due to announce that from now 
on he will keep his official eyes 
shut tvhen a case of union shop 
agreement in the industry—claim- 
ed to be illegal for lack of a prior 
XLRB election—is brought to his 
| attention. 


Under the law Denham has final 


sa3' on any unfair labor pratcices 
cases. He can either accept them 
or i eject them, and in this manner 
he control*, what "unfair" charg- 
| es get to the hoard itself for hear- 
' ing 
1 
Denham al.so u as expected to 


i a.sk the NLRB to join him in his 
! \ie\\s on casing the law's appli- 


i cation on the 
building and con- 


stiuetion industry. Denham and

Most Favored Union 


With a very few exceptions all 


such elections held since the law 
was passed, in the construction as 
well y.s other industries, have been 
carried overwhelmingly in favor 
of the union shop. 


Recognizing this, elimination of 


the union shop election require- 
ment was voted by the senate this 
year, but the change got bogged 
down in the political fight over 
T-H repeal and never was enac- 
ted. 


The construction industry, feel- 


ing it has to keep on good terms 
with the AFL's building trades 
department, has made union shop 
agreements right along with AFL 
unions, ignoring the election re- 
quirement. Those 19 AFL unions 
represent about 2,000,000 building 
workers. 


Neither the industry nor the 


unions object very much to going 
through what they consider would 
be only a formality in holding elec- 
tions. 


The trouble is that the NLRB
